The direct refer- 
ence ic, of course, to numbers of civil- 
ized inhabitants, «ays the New York 
Tribune. 
Only three others outnum- 


ber us, and in no one of them ia the 
standard of civilization or of individ- 
ual intelligence for a moment compar- 
able with our own. Russia proper out- 
numbers us by less than 20 per cent 
But a nation in which probably not 5 
per cent of the people can read and 
»/rite, and which has only 26,000 miles 
of railroads to our 190,000 or more, is 
! scarcely to be compared with this. In- 
\ dia Is larger in numbers than Russia, 
! i* we regard it as a whole, and more 
1 h.'ghly civilized; yet its 
intellectual 


I and industrial potentiality is far below 
i that of the United States. China is the 
| most populous of all, but intellectually 
; Ls scarcely superior to Russia, and in- 


• dustrially is probably inferior. Cer- 
! tainly its preponderance of population 
i eannc-t avail to place it by the side of 
! the United States. The other great na- 
tions which are comparable with our 
own in civilization are now far out- 
stripped by us in numbers. The Unit- 
ed Kingdom has about 41.000,000 in- 
habitants, or less than 55 per cent of 
ours.and if we add thereto the millions 
of Britons and other civilized British ] 
subjects in Canada, Australasia and j 
elsewhere throughout the empire the j 
grand total will still fall far below our 
figures. France has 
only 39,000,000. 


The German empire is growing more ; 
rapidly than any other continental na- 1 
tion, yet it has today all told not more ; 
than 55,000,000 inhabitants, or 27 per 1 
cent less than the United States. Italy ] 
has about 32,000,000, Japan 45,000,000, 
and Spain 20,000,000. Among all these 
ihe United States with its 76,000,000. 
is a veritable giant. When we add thai 
this country is increasing in popula- 
tion more rapidly than any of them, 
its primacy in that particular seems 
assured. Possibly one, certainly two 
or three more decennial censuses will . 
show the United States to have sur- 
passed European Russia itself in sheer 
numbers, and thus to be the most pop- 
ulous of all nations that even lay claim 
to western civilization. We shall find 
the showing of the census well sus- 
tained by other statistics. The ranfe 
of the nation in industry, in manufac- 
tures and in commerce is comparable 
with that in numbers. It is becoming, 
and in fact probably at this moment is, 
the greatest producing and consuming 
nation and the greatest manufacturing 
and trading nation in the world.

broke -This rod breaking caused the rod

-also. When the rod on the left side 
"broke, the momentum of the engine 
- swung the rods along, and if the fireman 
would have been sitting in his side of the 
'-engine's cab he would no doubt have 
•been killed, as the rod completely tele- 
scoped the cabin on his side. It also 
knocked off the foot-board running aloug 
'Side of the engine boiler. The fact that 
Mhe fireman, C. M. Britcher, of Hanover, 
-was in tke-tender, at the time, alone sav- 
sed his life. 


When the rod on the engineer's side 


=broke, it swung through the cabin, and 
'.knocked the engineer, C. B. Rouser, of 
Hanover, from his seat into the coal ten- 
der, but luckily did not injure him. The 
-engineer stuck to his post, and pot on 
-the air brakes to bring the engine to a 
.stop. This he succeeded in doing with- 
An a short space of time. 


The two large wheels.on the right side 


were cracked ; the pin holding the driv- 
ing rod having been broken off together 
'with one of the wheel spokes. The cyl- 
inder covering on the right side was 
•cracked. Pieces of iron were broken 
•-out of the spokes of the big driving 
wheels. These pieces appeared to have 
-•been cut out by the rod as it flew around 
'with powerful force. Both sides of the 
•engine cabin were telescoped.

Yesterday when Mail Carrier John Mc- 
Cleary came to the station for the 
mail sacks he missed one. About the 
same time George Bessy, a driver of 
an oil wagon, reported at the station 
that a mail pouch, ripped open and 
t^mpty, was behind an oil tank a short 
distance from the station. The J. B. 
Ford Alkali works is one of the prin- 
cipal industries of Wyandotte, 
and 


about the time of the finding of the 
pouch two office employes brought in 
a number of checks and opened en- 
velopes they had found strewn along 
the railroad track. Posiinaster John- 
son, of Wyandotte. was notified and 
went at once to the scene of the rob- 
bery. The trail of the thief was mark- 
ed along the railroad track by strewn 
letters, checks and drafts. Most of the 
mail was intended for the J. B. Ford 
company and a force of clerks was sent 
out to collect the letters strewn along 
the track. Tbe reason for this activ- 
ity on the part of tbe J. B. Ford com- 
pany -was that J. B. Ford.

"I cleared $2100 on my meal last 


year, and now am putting in a second 
set of stones in hopes of being able 
to fil the orders that I have taken for 
my winter trade." Tf*e speaker was 
a Georgia girl, and she has for the 
last two years made a specialty of 
supplying water-ground cornmeal to 
a large number of patrons, mostly in 
Georgia and the Carolinas. 


"I began my present business at the 


drfath of my uncle more than four 
years ago, and for two years scarcely 
made enough to pay expenses," she 
continued. ''At his death he left me 
a child's share of his not too large 
property, which chanced to be an old- 
fashioned water mill. It is situated 
in a large planting community, and 
has always done the grinding for all 
the plantations for miles around. 


DISPOSING OF THE TOLTj. 


"In my uncle's day. and for the first 


two years that I had it, the grinding 
was done in the old way. Of the corn 
brought to be ground we received one 
peck from every bushel. I had to em- 
ploy a miller, and was always at some 
little expense in keeping the dam and 
machinery in order, so of course was 
forced to dispose of the corn taken.as 
toll. For the first two years I followed 
my uncle's example and sold it as 
corn or meal to my neighbors at the 
market place for bolted meal. 
The 


last of those two years, however, be- 
ing a good corn crop for this section 
of the State. I found great difficulty 
In getting rid of the toll, and at last 
determined to make a trip to the near- 
est town, which is some twenty miles 
away, and see which could be disposed 
of to the greater advantage—corn or 
meal.

" 'You can get it.' I told him. 'I am 


using the same stones and the same 
machinery that was used at that time, 
and my miller has been there for more 
than twenty years. What will you 
pay me for five bushels?" 
" Til pay you $15 for ten bushels if 


you will promise to keep me supplied 
for two years. If once my patrons 
taste that meal I could never satisfy 
them with the common bolted stuff 
that we buy now. It is ground so fast 
ar~ the corn is heated to such an ex- 
tent that the taste is killed out of it. 
I will guarantee to pay double the 
market price for the bolted stuff, and 
will make a reputation for this hotel 
and for your ireaL* 


SUPEKIOB KIKD OF HEAL. 


"Meal, the fine bolted kind—which, 


as "every one knows, is as much likt 
that ground in an old-fashioned water 
mill as a banana ripened in cold stor- 
age in New York is like those plucked 
ripe from the tree—was selling for sev- 
enty-five cents a bushel, so I vras 
ready enough to take the hotel pro- 
prietor's offer. Then, going out among 
the grocerymen. I found that they, 
were one and all ready to take my 
meal to sell on commission. The hotel 
man had offered me double that for 
which the bolted was selling in the 
market, and I determined that I would 


.. try to get the same price from the 


general public, although many of the 
merchants assured me that I would 
not succeed. 


"Then I went home and set to work 


to fill my orders. I went to the mill 
myself and stood at the miller's side 
and superintended the grinding, as 
well as the sacking and branding, so 
anxious was-1 that everything should 
be just as it ought. Then I shipped 
the number of tmshels ordered and 
waited tie result, with 
what im- 


patience any one who has spent more 
money on a venture than he can safe- 
ly afford to lose can judge. 
It bad 


been the agreement with the grocery- 
men that at the end of the first two 
weeks they would write me a state- 
ment of their sales and tell me what 
they considered the outlook. 


"In less than a week after the meal 


•was put on sale I had letters from 
two of the best merchants asking for 
another 
shipment 
and 
containing 


checks for all the meal that they had 
received. Before the end of the second 
month I was buying corn to fill orders 
for meal, and have been doing so ever 
since. 


"At the end of that first year I had 


succeeded in introducing my meal into 
the wholesale as well as the retail 
trade of twenty towns and cities in 
Georgia and South Carolina, but I 
had learned enough to follow the ad- 
vice of a very successful merchant 
and sell no more on commission. 
I 


sold direct to the trade last year, and 
have met with none of the small wor- 
ries that annoyed me the first year. 


MXTHODS. 


"Although I *m putting in another 


i 


shall be turned one bit faster than the 
old one*, for that is just the print 
that makes my ineal so muck, more 
valuable than tfcat ground by tbe will 
with modern, machinery. Meal ground 
•Jowly and not so fiae is better flavored 
•ad* more nutritious than that 0*>und 
as fine as dust and so fast that the 
corn Is fired and becomes dead and 
tasteless. That i* the reason why so 
many of the foodstuffs of to-day are 
so much inferior to that of former 
years; it is manufactured too fast, in 
the hurrj to make it as inexpensive as 
possible. I use only the best corn and 
see that tbe stones are kept at a cer- 
tain distance apart and never go above 
a stated speed. I am particular to see 
that every sack sent out is exactly as 
represented. I have followed the ex- 
ample of the father of our country as a 
miller, and that, together with the 
earnestness with which I have pushed 
my meal, is. I think, the reason that 
I have met with such ready success.—

He will 
furnish typewritten instructions for 
each person in a form so simple that 
those of the most ordinary intelligence 
can comprehend the subject fully; but 
having spent thirty-five years in study 
and thought he asks remuneration to 
the extent of §100 for poor people and 
$500 for rich people before he will (Vis- 
e-lose his elixir of life. 


The inventor is a man of sixty-five 


or more, but is a good advertisement 
of his theory because he possesses the 
vigor of youth. His flesh, his skin, 
his eyes and every other feature testi- 
fy to his perfect health, and he expects 
to prolong his life until he has had 
enough of living. He relates many 
curious incidents that have attended 
the application of his theory to his 
friends and neighbors, and 
among 


other things claim to have the power 
to change the color of the hair simply 
by mental process, without external 
application of treatment. He does not 
claim to have supernatural powers, but 
declares that all of his results are ac- 
complished by the observance and ap.- 
plication of the simple laws of nature.
